SHOT IN HOTEL BAR. 


A St. Louis Balloonist Dies of Wounds 
inflicted by New York Agent. 


DENVER, Col., May 25.—S. L. (‘‘ Tony "") 
Louis, who was shot 
three times by F. Harold Henwood in the 
bar room of the Brown Palace Hotel last 
night, following a quarrel over a woman, 
died at St, Luke’s Hospital to-day. A 


charge of murder will now be made 
against Henwood, who is in jail. 

Henwood is an agent of the Globe Blow 
Gas Company of New York, while von 
Puhl is a wine agent and well known as 
a balloonist. 

J. W. Atkinson of Colorado Springs, a 
wealthy contractor, and G. E. Copeland, 
a mining man, of Victor, Col., were also 
shot. They were bystanders and had no 
part in the quarrel. 

According to Henwood, he and Von 
Puhl met only yesterday. The latter has 
been in Denver several days, endeavoring 
to arrange for a balloon flight across the 
Rockies. He holds a number of balloon 
records, including the speed record for 
long flights, having made 
from St. Louis to Charleston, 8S.

None of the books or stock at the office 
of Lucile, Limited, was disturbed by the 
Marshal, and Mr. Duggan, after a brief 
sojourn at the Federal Building was re- 
leased on bail of $5,000, although United 
States District Attorney Wemple_ ex- 
plained that the alleged new customs 
frauds were cxtensive, and asked the im- 
posing of $10,000 bail. Marshal Henkel 
said that the second arrest was expected 
this morning. He was unwilling until 
then to make any statement as to the 
amount of alleged undervaluations in- 
volved. 

Secrecy About the Firm. 


At the office of Lucile, Limited, a four- 
story brownstone dwelling converted for 
business purposes, it was difficult to learn 
anything about the officers of the 
cern. One young man, who introduced 
himself as Johnson Rampling, ,was not 
one of the officers, exactly, he said, but 
a sort of roving official,’’ who nad 
nothing to do with importations of goods, 
and knew nothing about the case in point.

“She is merely engaged to create 
ZOwns, aS an artist and designer,” le said. 

At the office in the basement of Lucile, 
Limited, reporters found Mr. Merritt. He 
knew nothing about the case, he said, 
and nothing about the officers cf the com- 
pany. He admitied that he himself had 
until recently been Secretary of the com- 
|pany, but insisted that at present he 
chanced to be in the office merely in the 
capacity of a friend of Lady Duff-Gordon, 
who, he hastened to inform the reporters, 
was out of town. 

‘Lady Duff-Gordon started the com- 
rany about a yeur and a half ago,” he 
said, “ but about six months ago the com- 
péeny was reorganized, and at present 
l.ady Duff-Gordon is employed only in the 
capacity of an artist and designer for the 
company here and at London and FP iris. 
I do not know who has taken her place as 
President or whe the other officers are. 

‘‘T remember only, and hazily, that one 
declaration came to me at my office from 
the attorneys of the firm and that appar- 
ently it seemed to be all right. I don’t 
recall whether or not I signed it, but I 
sent it back to the attorneys, and it may 
be this to which the complaint refers. I 
have no recollection whatever as to the 
rete or value of the shipment in ques- 

-,”* 

Mr. Merritt added that the firm dealt 
in both imported and domestic fabrics 
and dresses—in fact, mostly American 
goods. 

‘“‘It was chiefly the models that were 
imported,.”’ he said. He added that he 
was speaking only in his personal capac- 
ity, Delng in no way connected with 
Lucile, Limited, now, and said that all 
information in the case must come from 
Eugene V. Daly, the attorney of the com- 
pany, and of Lady Duff-Gordon. 

When Mr. Merritt learned that a war- 
rant had been issued for him as well as 
for Mr. Duggan, he seemel genuinely 
surprised. Last night, after he had con- 
ferred with Mr. Daly, he announced that 
he had no official knowledge that any 
warrant had been issued for his-arrest, 
and that there was therefore nothing for 
him to do.

MEXICO CITY, May President Por- 
firio Diaz, in a letter read by the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies this aft- 
ernoon, resigned the Presidency of the 
Republic of Mexico, and at 4:54 o'clock 
the acceptance of the resignation by the 
Deputies was announced. Vice President 
Ramon Corral’s resignation was also ace 
cepted and Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Francisco de la Barra was chosen Proe 
visional President to serve until a general 
election can be held, 

Everyone had expected an uproar when 
the announcements should be made, but 
within the chamber the words announcing 
the event were followed with silence. The 
Deputies seemed awed by what had taken 
place. 

In the streets, black with people, the 
news that Diaz was no longer the Presi- 
dent was the signal for wild shouting and 
manifestations. 

On the motion to accept the President 8 
resignation, 167 Deputies voted aye, while 
no expression was made by Benito Juarez, 
a descendant of President Juarez, and 
Concepcion Del Valle. As their names 
were called, all other legislators arose and 
bowed their affirmation. In similar fashe 
ion the resignation of Vice President Cofe 
ral, now in France, was unanimously ate 
cepted, and similarly Sefior de la Barre 
was chosen.

the resignation was the assumption of 
military control of the Federal district 
by Alfredo Robles Dominguez, Madero's 
personal representative, insuring the 
handling of popular demonstrations by @ 
leader of the new régime. Personally, 
Dominguez commands only a small body 
of local rebels, but the Federal Garrison 
is under orders to make no move whatso- 
ever without his approval. He said he 
could bring 5,000 organized rebel troops 
within the city in three hours. Horses 
are aboard trains furnished by the Gov- 
ernment at Cuernavaca, Pachuca, and 
Tlalnepantla. Dominguez to-night, how- 
ever, said that the troops would remain 
at their present stations until they should 
be needed to control the situation. 


Diaz Hopes for Better Judgment, 


President Diaz's letter of resignation 


reads: 

Sir: The Mexican people, who gen- 
erously covered me with honors, who 
proclaimed me as their leader during 
the international war, who patriotical- 
ly assisted me in all works undertaken 
to.develop the industry and the coms 
merce of the republic, establish its 
credit, gain for it the respect of the 
world and cbtain for it an honorable 
position in the concert of nations; 
that same people, Sir, has revolted in 
armed military bands, stating that my 
presence in the exercise of the supreme 
executive power is the cause of thig 
insurrection. 

I do not know of any fact imputable 
to me which could have caused this 
socia] phenomenon, but permitting, 
though not admitting, that I may be 
unwittingly culpable, such a possibility 
makes me the least able to reason out 
and decide my own culpability. There- 
fore, respecting as I have always re-« 
spected the will of the poco and in 
accordance with Article of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, I come before the 
supreme representatives of the nation 
in order to resign unreservedly the of- | 
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fice of Constititional President of the 
Republic, with which the national 
vote honored me, which I do with all 
the more reason since in order to con- 
tinue in office it would be necessary 
to shed” Mexican blood, endangering 
the credit of the country, dissipating 
its wealth, exhausting its resources, 
and exposing its policy to interna- 
tional complications. 

I hope, gentlemen, that when the 
passions which are inherent to all 
revolutions have been calmed a more 
conscientious and justified study will 
bring out in the national mind a cor- 
rect acknowledgment, which will allow 
me to die, carrying engraved in my 
soul a just impression of the estima- 
tion of my life, which throughout I 
have devoted and will devote to my 
countrymen.

PORFIRIO DIAZ. 
Corral Still Loyal to Diaz. 
Vice President Corral’s letter of resig- 
hation reads: 

Sir: On the two occasions that the 
national conventions advanced my 
candidacy as Vice President for the re- 
public to figure in the elections with 
Gen. Diaz as President, I stated that 
I was prepared to occupy any office in 
which compatriots considered that I 
could be of use, and that if the public 
vote conferred upon me a post so far 
above my merits, then my intention 
would be to second in all respects 
Gen. Diaz's policy in order to co- 
Operate with him as far as it lay in 
my power toward the aggrandizement 
of the nation, which had developed so 
notably under his administration, 

hose who concern themselves with 
public affairs and bave observed their 
rogress during the last few years will 

e able to say whether I have com- 
plied with my intention. 

For my part I can say that I have 
never endeavored to bring about the 
least obstacle either in the President's 
policy or his manner of carrying it 
out, even at the cost of sacrificing my 
convictions, both because this was the 
basis of my programme and because 
this corresponded to my position and 
to my loyalty, as well as that I did 
not seek any prestige in the office of 
Vice President, so useful in the United 
States and so discredited in Latin 
countries. ’ 

In the events which have shaken the 
country during these latter months, 
the President has been brought to 
feel that it is patriotic to resign from 
the high office which the almost unan- 
imous vote of Mexicans conferred on 
him in the last election, and that it 
is advisable at the same time in the 
interests of the country that the Vice 
President do likewise, so that new men 
and new energies should continue for- 
warding the prosperity of the nation; 
and, following my programme of sec- 
onding Gen. Diaz's policy, I join my 
resignation with his and in the present 
note I retire from the office of Vice 
President of the republic, begging the 
Chamber to accept the same at the 
Same time as that of the President's. 

I beg of you, gentlemen, to inform 
vourselves of the above, which I sub- 
mit with the protestations of my high- 
est consideration.

To the city generally the acdPptance of 
the resignation of the President was an- 
nounced bv the clang of the bells of the 
cathedral and two discharges of cannon.

As the crowds melted away after the ses- 
rion by hundreds and by thousands they 
fell into irregular marching clubs. The 
marchers carried flags and banners of 
the National green. white, and red; litho- 
graphs of Madero, laurel wreaths, brooms, 
apparently symbolic of the clean sweep 
for the rebellion, while hundreds of them 
shouldered staves and poles like soldiers 
with rifles. 

All business was suspended. | 
where windows were shuttered. On every 
balcony in the city women and children 
and those too infirm to be in the street 
came out to see the celebration. Many 
of them tossed flowers and confetti on 
the marching thousands. ) Z 

A heavy guard of mounted police was 
maintained in front of the National pal- 
ace, near which seven persons were killed 
end thirty-six wounded last night when 
the mob was fired on. The guard moved 
in a long oval. An incident illustrating 
the temper of the people and the effect 
of their success against. the Government 
occurred when cne of the marching clubs 
came swinging down the Zocalo. The last 
two guards on horses were swinging about 
on their oval route when the marchers 
reached them. It was a case of one get 
out of the way of the other. The march- 
ers moved straight on. The riders 
wheeled as if to ride into the crowd in 
the old-fashioned way, then gave way, 
spurring back into line as best they could. 


Maderisat Leader Addresses Crowds. 


it “was at a confernce between Alfredo 
Robles Dominguez, the personal repre- 
Bentative of Francisco I, Madero, and 
President de la Barra, that the agree- 
ment to place the Maderist troops at the 
disposition of the Government, in the 
mame of tranquillity was reached. It 
was agreed that only in case the Fed- 
eral troops proved unable to control the 
Bituation should the former rebel 6ol- 
diers be brought into the city. 

Dominguez, who is now the ranking 
Maderist in the capital, went into the 
Streets this afternoon, accompanied by 
his staff. All wore on their hats the 
tri-color used by the rebels in the field. 
Dominguez was on a mission of peace, 
following the issuance by him of a mani- 
festo in which he had appealed to the 
people to refrain from disorder and to 
disperse. Riding from one group of man- 
ifestants to another, he exhorted them 
to remember the dignity of their cause 
and not to disgrace themselves and their 
leader by rioting. 

The crowds did not disperse, but there 
was a marked improvement in their be- 
havior. In this work Dominguez had the 
assistance of Lieutenants whom he had 
sent on similar errands, and of members 
of the White Cross, who from an auto- 
mobile addressed the enthusiastic men 
and boys. Loudly the paraders cheered 
Dominguez and his aides, and solemnly 
they assured them that they would not 
indulge in acts of violence, but to promise 
to g0 home without indulging in the 
novelty of free speech was too much. 

In their wildest moments the members 
of the various crowds never failed to 
exhibit their love for the national flag. 
Repeatedly during the hours the crowd 
waited in front of the chamber for the 
news of Diaz’s resignation the colors were 
waved by them, and every appearance of 
the flag was the signal for applause and 
lifted hats. 

It is the first time in thirty years that 
the people of Mexico have had the oppor- 
tunity to shout with impunity the name 
of their choice for the Presidency. Un- 
used as they are to freedom from re- 
etraint, the older men of the country re- 
gard it as remarkable that the thousands 
who have been parading the streets al- 
most constantly for more than twenty- 
four hours, were not guilty of worse acts 
of violence than the few outbreaks report- 
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mitted to-day, and yet the police endured 
more than they have been asked to suffer 
from citizens in a generation. Their or- 
ders were not to fire except under des- 
perate circumstances. 

‘Not even when a young officer was 
pulled from his herse and struck in the 
face by an angry marcher did the officer 
in command of the troops order his men 
to shoot. The assailant of the officer was 
arrested. 

The shooting of a parade leader this 
forenoon in front of the Foreign Office 
by an officer of police and his subsequent 
command to his men to-fire, followed an 
insulting reply made by the crowd. The 
officer had precedent for his action, but 
precedents of that class were not fol- 
lowed generally to-day. The people own 
the city to-night and the soldjery is a 
tenant. 


De In Barra Gives a Pledge. 


Provisional President-elect de la Barra 
acknowledged his elevation to that office 
in an open letter to the Mexican people 
to-night. He said: 


Though there has not yet been ap- 
proved by the respective State Legis- 
latures the constitutional reform relat- 
ing to no re-election, I consider it my 
duty to declare as a guarantee of my 
purpose that, under no circumstances, 
will I accept the candidacy for the 
Presidency or the Vice eveenty in 
the approaching election. The hap- 
piest day of my public. career will be 
that on which, in the shortest time 
allowed by the electoral law and the 
situation prevailing in the country, I 
can transfer the office I have to-day 
7 hepa to the citizens the republic 
elects. 

The Mexican Government, respectful 
for the rights of the other nations, 
and zealously defending her own, will 
spare no effort by means of its open 
and fair policy, as it has dene in the 
past, in order that these relations may 
become more friendly every day wit 
mutual advantages, and in accordance 
ian the principles of international 
aw. 

The entire Cabinet resigned this after- 
noon, a mere corollary to the retirement 
of Gen. Diaz, and its withdrawal excited 
little interest. 


DE LA BARRA WIDELY KNOWN. 








Has Served His Country in Many 
Important Diplomatic Posts. 


The rise of Francisco Leon de la Barra, 
provisional President of Mexico, has filled 
many diplomatic posts, but there is prob- 
ably no man in Mexico to-day with a 
more thorough knowledge of its internal 
afairs. As Ambassador to Washington 
he made many friends in this country. 

Sefior de la Barra was born June 16, 
1863. He received his academic and spe- 
cial education at the College of the City 
of Mexico. Upon the completion of his 
studies he took up law and was admitted 
to the bar. He made a specialty of inter- 
national law, and entered the Foreign 
Affairs Office. His first important work 
came when he was appointed to negotiate 
various treaties with foreign powers. 
Among those arranged by him was one of 
commerce and navigation with Holland 
and extradition with Italy. 

He gained a seat in the Federal Con- 
gress in 1891, and remained there until 
1896. He was sent by his Government as 
delegate of the Academy of Legislation 
and Jurisprudence to the Ibero-American 
Congress in Madrid in 1802. As President 
of the Interriational Law Committee of 
the Pan-American Congress; which met 
in Mexico City in 1901, he took a promi- 
nent part in its doings and was leading 
advocate of the measure for the 
pulsory adjustment of pecuniary

Congress held itn Rito 
Janeiro in 1906. There he met the dele- 
gates of the United States, including 
Flihu Root, then Secretary of State, and 
other men who have taken their part-in 
the direction of affairs in this country. 
A year later he was sent to the Peace 
Conference at The Hague. 

It was perhaps as envoy to all the re- 
publics on the Atlantic Coast of South 
America that he best grasped the Latin- 
American situation. e lived some time 
in the various capitals of the east coast, 
particularly Rio Janeiro and Buenos 
Aires. His nuext assignment was as rep- 
resentative of his country to Belgium 
and Tle Netherlands. He came to Wash. 
irgton ir 1908 ag Mexican Ambassador. 
He remained there until the latter part 
of March, when he was called home to 
become Minister of Foreign Affairs in 
President Diaz's cabinet. 

He returned to the troubled capital of 
his country .declaring his faith in the 
lovalty and common sénse of his country- 
men as a whole. and confident that peace 
weuld soon be restored. Sefior de la 
Barra’s abilitv as an international law- 
ver is recognized, not only by his own 
Government ‘but ‘by other .Governments. 
He is a man of pleasing address and cor- 
diality of manner, speaking English and 
French as fluently as he does his own 
larguage. : 


MOB FORCES GOVERNOR OUT. 


Killing of Rioters’ in Guadalajara 
Brings a Quick Change. 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico, May 24, (vita 
Mexico City, May 25.)—As a result of 
State rurales firing on a mob in front of 
the Government Palace last night, killing 
five men, and in the hope of preventing 
further bloodshed, Gov. Manuel Cuesta 
Gallardo of the State or Jalisco’ to-day 
resigned. The Legislature convened and 
hurriedly received and accepted the Gov- 
ernor’s resignation. David .Gutierez Al- 
lende was appointed Provisional Gov- 


ernor. Jefe Politico José Anaya also re- 
signed. 

Early morning crowds gathered in the 
streets, announcing the intention of 
avenging the deaths of those killed by 
the rurales. The crowds soon developed 
into a mob, which proceeded to the cen- 
tre of the town, crying ~*~’ Death to Gal- 
'" “Death to the rurales!’’ The 








lardo! 
mob congregated in front of the palace. 
shouting demands for tne resignation of 
Gallardo. Federal troops were called to 
reinforce the rurales, but Gallardo hastily 
consulted friends and decided to quit. 

The announcement of the appointment 
of a Provisional Governor was received 
with wild cheers. When the new Execu- 
tive left the palace the horses were 
taken from his carriage by cheering hun- 
dreds, who dragged the vehicle through 
the streets, The change of Governors 
was announced by the mnging of church 
bells. Banks and most of the stores 
closed. 

Gallardo was inaugurated last March. 


ZACATECAS, Mexico, May 25. — Four 
persons were killed and a large number 
were wounded yesterday by soldiers in a 
riot, which developed when the residents 
of Zacatecas gathered to celebrate the 
sivning of the peace pact. After terror- 
izing the town the rioters attacked the 
arsenal. The soldiers fired into the mob. 

José Peres Gastro, known as the silk- 
stocking rebel chief, of Mexico City, en- 
tered Zacatecas to-day with a part of his 
band of 200 men.

Ovations to Ambassador Wilson 





When the Demonstration Is 
Made Against Diaz. 





REBELS LOOK FOR OFFICIALS 





Want to Capture Limantour and 
Others and Force Them to Give 
Fortunes.

MEXICO CITY, May 25.—One thing 
that stood out in the Maderist demon- 
stration of yesterday and last night in 
this city was that it was not anti-for- 
elgn or anti-Gringo. It was the uncon- 
trolled outburst of a hot-blooded peo- 
ple who had or thought they had been 
deceived and played with beyond the 
limits of endurance. 

As s00n as it was evident that Presi- 
dent Diaz and Vice President Corral 
would not send their resignations in 
yesterday the Liberal and Progressive 
newspapers issued little handbills read- 
ing, ‘“‘Gen. Diaz will not resign to-day. 
Look out for great news to-morrow! ” 
These undoubtedly had something to 
do with stirring up the excitement. 
Some of the newspapers, at the request 
of the police, withdrew these handbills, 
but the movement, menacing to the life 
of Diaz and to the peace of the city, 
was then in motion. 

Immediately official explanations 
were in the street, but they were re- 
ceived with skepticism, which is not 
surprising in view of the recent popular 
experience with utterances from this 
quarter. Minister de la Barra was re- 
ported to have said that President Diaz, 
who was in bed with his face still swol- 
len and very painful, knew there was 
great excitement among the people, but 
felt it was not right, in view of the cir- 
cumstances, to expect him to occupy 
himself with the resignations. Offi- 
cials at the President's house at Cadena 
Street, however, continued to try to Im- 
press all who called with the fact that 
Diaz feared that his resignation would 
be followed by grave disorders. 

Reports of these utterances caused an 
almost unanimous impression that Diaz 
did not intend to resign as long as he 
lived. All manner of sensational! stories 
were In circulation as to his plans. It 
was said that he was organizing his 
forces for a desperate resistance. This, 
of course, was all nonsense, as even 
the personal guards of Diaz are said to 
be tired of his boundless duplicity and 
obstinacy. 


Rebel Leaders Checked Disorders. 


So far as I can judge the revolution- 
ary leaders did everything in their 
power to check disorder. It was largely 
due to their efforts that the demon- 
strators were kept in a good mood for 
hours, and so avoided a clash with the 
guards until well into the evening. 
Even when the police and troops had 
fired into the crowd near the municipal 
palace, when the situation looked most 
serious, the revolutionary junta distrib- 
uted circulars and handbills assuring 
the people that Diaz had resigned, and 
the paper would be presented to Con- 


gress to-day. These bills asked all in 
the name of Madero to go home and not 
play into the hands of the enemy. 

An interview I had with Minister de 
la Barra, now provisional President. 
yesterday afternoon probably explains 
the delay in presenting the resignations 
to Congress. Sefior de la Barra assured 
me that the resignation of Diaz had 
been received by him several days ago 
in Diaz's own handwriting. He imme- 
diately telegraphed the text of the res- 
ignation to Madero at Juarez, asking if 
it was satisfactory. A reply was re- 
ceived from Madero yesterday morning, 
in which he said that the resignation as 
a whole was satisfactory, but suggested 
certain verbal changes. He told methat 
he had read these suggested changes to 
Diaz, and the President had offered no 
objection to them, and said he would 
make them later in the day. As I have 
with reason and justification, I think, 
criticised dela Barra under other circum- 
stances, I wish now to put in evidence 
my unreserved belief in his good faith. 
If Diaz and the inner circle of grafters 
have been playing a game in the recent 
negotiations, de la Barra has been their 
cat’s-paw, not their accomplice. 


Americans Popular With Mob. 


While the demonstration was at its 
height last evening extra guards were 
stationed in the streets leading to the 
American Embassy. There was really 
no need for them, however, for in spite 
of the rumors of anti-American feeling 
the American Ambassador was one of 
the most popular men in the city yes- 
terday and last evening. He had an 
appointment of some days’ standing 
with President Diaz yesterday after- 
noon and at 5 o’clock, despite the. fact 
that the mob was in full swing, he 
drove to his destination in his motor 
car. The mob or procession, what you 
will, opened before Mr. Wilson as 
though by magic, with shouts of “* Long 
live the American Ambassador!” and 
“Long live the United States! ”’ 

At the Diaz home Mr. Wilson received 
word from the President that he was 
too ill to keep the appointment, and the 
Ambassador drove back through the 
mob. He received another great ova- 
tion. Other Americans who were known 
received similar treatment from thse 
crowd. 

Ambassador Wilson met Sefiora Diaz 
on his visit to the Cadena Street house, 
and is loud in his praise of her fortitude 
under the trying circumstances. 

The crowd which gathered outside the 
National Palace in the evening. was 
composed in large part of well-dressed, 
middle class people, and there were, 
too, not a few who came from the high- 
er social scale, gente fina, in fact, and 
these substantial citizens exerted a re- 
straining influence on the excited peo- 
ple. At least a third of the demonstra- 
tors were women, and they seemed by 
far more excited and more vehement 
than the men, whom they urged ‘on to 
acts of violence. Almost everybody had 
Madero medals or pictures, and had 
provided themselves with. sticks ‘or 
stones. Hotheads urged an attack on 
the President’s house, about which were 
concentrated large forces of troops and 
artillery, while others urged the people 
to go home and await the developments 
of another day. Many -in the crowd 
were provided with food and blankets, 
prepared to camp out all night if necés- 
sary. , 

Would Make Officials Disgorge. 

One feature of the day was a panic 
among officials belonging to the Cfen- 


tifico -Party, of which Vice : President 
Corral was one of the leaders. Many

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wealthy, officials yesterday morning 
were browbeating railroad officials for 
extra trains and other unusual accom- 
modations for their exodus to a safer 
place, and at night were loping out of 
the city on muleback and blessing the 
mules fdr the chance.’ I am sorry to 
Say that the recent cutting of the cable, 
which has twice occurred, and the cut- 
ting of the Mexican “Railway on the 
way to Vera Cruz, has been due to the 
determination of some of the minor 
revolutionary chiefs: that Sefiors Lim- 
antour, Pirido, Pinablo, Macedo, and 
other wealthy .leaders of the Govern- 
ment party shall/not get away alive, 
or, at -least,. until they. have. disgorged 
their wealth, which the revolutionists 
consider in large measure ill-gotten. 
Of course efforts: will be made to defeat 
thése plans on every side. 


MADERO UTTERS A WARNING. 


Coahuila Legislature Must Elect the 
Rebel Choice for Governor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

. JUAREZ, Mexico, May 25.—Franciscé I. 
Madero, gr., by two actions to-day 4as- 
serted his determination to control the 
sithation in -Mexico until the elections 
which President de la Barra, is to call 
shall have been held. He took measures 
to compel the Legislature of Coahuila 
to elect his choice for Governor, and to 
put down the Socialist rebellion in Lower 
California. 

The Coahuila situation arises out of the 
verbal agreement -made between Mr. Ma- 
dero and the Diaz Government for the 
control of certain States by the Maderistas 
through the election of men of their 
choice for Governors... Under the constitu- 
tion the power of election lies with the 
Legislature, and the Government refused 
to enter into a. formal agreement, but pri- 
vately undertook to see that the plan 
should be carried out. Orders were sent 
to the Coahuila Legislature to elect Ve- 
nustiano Carranza, a loyal Maderist. 
Word has-been received, however, that 
the Legislature has stood on its consti- 
tutional rights and rejected Mr. Carranza, 
and Mr. Madero has instructed his repre- 


sentatives near Saltillo to take measures 
to compel it to. obey orders. 

In explaining his determination to vio- 
late the letter of the Constitution in this 
manner, Mr. Madero said to-day: 

“The members of the Legislatures, 
though they should be elected by the peo- 
ple really never have .been, and they 

ave constituted heretofore merely a ma- 
chinery’ by which Gen. Diag has put his 
Governors in charge. We will change all 
this in time, but for the present we must 
put in power the provisional Governors of 
our party. 

‘Sefior Carranza is the popular choice 
of the people. Two years ago he was the 
candidate for Governor, and had we had 
free elections he surely would have been 
elected. I have given orders to our troops 








essary, but I am sure that the Federal 
Government will co-operate with us in 
making ‘the Legislature respond to the 
real will of the people.”’ 

Should the Legislature continue to re- 
sist the demands of Madero, the proced- 
ure would be the entry of the insurrecto 
army, probably with the permission of 
the Federals, and the arrest of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature. Sefior Carranza 
would then be declared Provisional Gov- 
ernor. 

In Chihuahua, Sonora, and Sinaloa, 
where the rebels have named provisional 
Governors, Mr. Madero said there was 
no trouble as he had received assurances 
from the Legislatures that the Governors 
appointed by the revolutionists would be 
inducted into office at the earliest pos- 
sible opportunity. 

A matter that Mr. Madero has taken 
up is the crushing of the rebellion in 
Lower California, led by the Soctalist 
Ricardo Flores Magon, who refused ito 
abide by the peace agreement, Mr. Ma- 
dero has offered the command of the 
troops to send into that State to Gen. 
B. J. Viljoen, the ex-Boer officer, and 
Gen. Viljoen has accepted. If present 
plans do not miscarry he expects to 
start with between 1,000 and 2,000 troops 
for Lower California next Sunday or 
Monday. The Federal troops now fight- 
ing the Magconistas, will operate with 
the Madero forces. 

Mr. Madero received the announcement 
of Gen. Diaz's resignation at 7:15 to- 
night, and made this statement: 

“T am giad indeed to receive this good 
news. The first great thing for which 
the revolution was started has been 
achieved. A great burden has been re- 
moved from the backs of the Mexican 
people, and I, in common with all of our 
people, rejoice. Too much importance 
cannot be attached to the resignation of 
Sefior Diaz. His retirement shows con- 
clusively that the Federal Government is 
acting in good faith with us and means 
to make good its promises. The way is 
now open for negotiations which will lead 
to peace pte ogo y the republic and 
prosperity for all of its people. I shall 
not retire from the Provisional Presi- 
dency until I reach Mexico City and con- 
fer with Sefior de la Barra, who, I un- 
derstand, has assumed the reins of gov- 
ernment.”’ 

Mr. Madero was asked for an expres- 
siom about the riots in Mexico City last 
night. 

“That was an instance of a people,’’ 
he.said, ‘‘tasting for the first time the 
joys of free speech and I hardly think 
they are to be Blamed for celebrating 
such a great event in Mexican history. 
The firing on them was in accordance 
with the Diaz way of doing things. That 
the people made the demonstration a 
very positive one and that they resented 
the failure of Diaz and Corral to resign 
yesterday is but natural when you re- 
member how often they have been fooled 
before -this.”’ 

Another matter touched on was the 
reported killing of more than 200 China- 
men in the City of Torreon: following the 
eapture of that place by the insurrectos. 

“If those Chinamen are blameless in 
that matter,’’ Mr. Madero said, ‘‘ those 
who killed them will be held responsible 
and punished. However, I think the 
report may be {incorrect as to the num- 
ber killed, for T hardly think there were 
¢o many in the’ city. On the other 
hand if it is proved that the Chinamen 
were the aggressors and fired first. that 
—- will have to be taken into congjdera- 

on.” ' 

Mr. Madero was asked as to his jour- 
ney to the capital. He replied that 
his plans still were unsettled. He 
said that he was anxious to go by the 
Mexican Caentral,.as he wanted to meet 
and talk to the-neople of the States of 
Chihuahua. Coahufla, Zacatecas, and 
Aguas Calientes.. He wants to tell them 
that their property rights will be upheld 
end to assure any who may have doubts 
that the peace agreement is a bona fide 
document, that the reforms promised by 
the revolutionists will be carried out. 
The Mexican Central is being repaired 
as rapidly as possible, and officials of 
the roai say they expect to have the 
line in operation in about one week.

He went each day to 
Morningside Park to get the sun and air, 
and was able, despite his advanced age, 
to take care of himself. 

In the last three years, however, Mrs. 
Boyd found it more difficult to look after 
the old man. After his sight\ left him 
he wanted always to sit beside an open 
window breathing the fresh air and 
dreaming of former scenes which the 
sounds from the street conjured up in 
his mind. It was in vain that Mrs. Boyd 
cautioned the old man against sitting 
too close to an épen window; whenever 
her back was turned he would feel his 
way across the room and take the seat 
for which he always longed. 

Yesterday Mrs. Boyd had to go to mar- 
ket. Usually she took Mr. Fry with her, 
as much to see that no accident befell 
him as to give him the benefit of the 
air and the exercise. But recently the 
old man had a spell of grip and was 
still too weak to go abroad. He was re- 


clining on a lounge in his room when 
Mrs. Boyd left the house, and with a 
final caution not to go near a window 
she started on her marketing. 

It was after her usual time when Mrs. 
Boyd returned, for there had been crowds 
in all the stores, and she hurried home- 
ward, anxious to arrive before her uncle 
should rouse himself from his nap and 
perhaps seek his seat by the window. 
As she turned the carner of i21ist Street 
she saw a crowd on the sidewalk. At 
the curbstone was an ambulance, and 
some one told her that the old man had 
fallen from a window. 

Mrs. Boyd was almost crazed with 
grief, blaming herself for having left the 
old man alone and for having allowed 
herself to be delayed in returning home. 
In her distraction she started for Belle- 
vue Hospital, believing the old man 
would be taken there. It took her more 
than an hour to make the trip, and then 
she learned that she should have gone 
to Harlem Hospital. She reached Har- 
lem Hospital just before 5 o'clock. 

An attendant Hstened to her request 
for information of Mr. Fry and then he 
called a nurse. The girl came. and as 
gently as she could told Mrs. Boyd that 
her uncle had died a few moments be- 
| fore. Had she gone direct to Harlem 
| Hospital instead of to Bellevue she would 
|have arrived in time. Her only consola- 
tion was that the old man would not 
have known her anyway, for the fall 
from the fourth-story window had frac- 
tured his skull and he never regained 
his senses.

take these articles to the Appraiser’s 
Stores. The result was that they would 


not make any payments to the Duveens 
until the atmosphere cleared 

“In order to get the money due it from 
the Duveens, Parr’s Bank saw it was 
necessary for the art importers to be able 
to make collections over here. This could 
only be done by a release by the Govern- 
ment on all claims to these purchases. 
To bring this about, then, Parr’s Bank 
caused the settlement to be negotiated 
with the American Government, and put 
up the money with which restitution was 
made.’’ 

Reference was made to the statement 
by Judge Martin that the Duveen under- 
valuations and smuggling had gone on 
in previous administrations of the cus- 
toms service, though not in Mr. Loeb’s, 
and that Judge Martin had explicitly 
stated from the bench yesterday morning 
that he did not refer to Mr. Loeb’s ad- 
ministration. Mr. Loeb was then asked 
what had become of those Appraisers who 
permitted the Duveen smuggling and un- 
dervaluation. 


Duveens Not Easy on Competitors, 


“The Judges and the District Attorney 
know, anc I think the public knews, that 
it has been my administration which has 
dumped all these smugglers and violators 
into the District Attorney's office,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ As for the guilty or negligent ap- 
prgisers, the new Appraiser of the Port, 
Mr. Bird, has cischarged quite a large 
number of those found to be either 
crooked or in:competent, and I don’t think 
he is through housecleaning yet. 

‘But the Duveens imposed on the hon- 
est appraisers more than other importers 
could have done. The Duveens were re- 
garded as at the head of their business 
here and their standing for uprigntness 
was unquestioned. In the cases of many 
of the finest Duveen importations the ap- 
praisers, who were less expert than they, 
were willing to relv in a large measure 
on the valuation fixed by the Duveens 
themselves. Not only so, but the apprais- 
ers’ office frequently invited one or the 
Duveen brotners to pass expert judgment 
on importations brought in by other art 
dealers. In such cases, the appraisers 
noticed, the Duveens always put the value 
above that given in the certification, ard 
the appraisers concluded from this that 
the Duveens must be honest and anxious 
to protect the Government.” 

Mr. Juoeb smiled broadly as he sald this, 
indicating how this once famous art firm 
had made money both ways, undervaluing 
or smuggling in their own goods and forc,; 
ing their competitors to pay hig, round 
sums of autyv. thus makine dangerous 
competition with them impossible.

‘tral? of this amount,” he said, “ was 
for duties due the Government and the 
other half the penalty for failure to pay 
those duties.

Republicans Will Accept Democratic 
Resolution Ordering a Reopening 
of the Lorimer Investigation.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The Repub- 
lican leaders of the Senate Committee 
on Privileges and Elections have decided 
to accept the Democratic resolution or- 
dering a reopening of the Lorimer in- 
vestigation, and when the vote is reached, 
probably to-morrow, Senator Dillingham, 
the Chairnnan, will simply not present his’ 
proposed substitute to the La Foliette 
plan for a special committee, and let the 
Democratic substitute be adopted with 
the support of the regular Republican 
vote. This means that the full commit- 
tee wii] be instructed to proceed to the 
further probing of the corruption charged 
ugainst the election of Senator Lorimer. 

This decision on the part of the Repub- 
iicans destroys what little chance the La 
Iollette reso:ution ever had, with its un- 
precedented attempt to refer the election 
case to a special committee namd in the 
resolution to consist of five Senators 
serving their first term in the Senate. 
The La Follette plans was as distasteful 
to the old Democrats as it was to the 
members of the committee who felt that 
the resolution taking the election case out 
of their hands was a direct slap at the 
integrity of the committee, but at a con- 
ference of the minority Senators this 
morning it developed that four or five 
Democrats would bolt the Democratic 
plan and support Mr. La Follette. 

Though the vote in the Democratic 
conference was overwhelmingly in sup- 
port of the resolution drafted by the 
steering committee and introduced by 


ful one. 

A speech by Mr. Bailey urging the four 
or fivé dicsenting Senators to accept the 
voice of the majority of their party 
raised a sharp protest from Mr. Martine 
of New Jersey. a new and quite radical 
Senaio:. and the debate following was 
short and sharp. In spite of this, how- 
ever, the party will present a nearly solid 
front and the passage of the_ pending 
Democratic resolution is assured. 

This plan is not fundamentally distaste- 
ful to Mr. La Follette himself. and he is 
understeood to have expressed an inten- 
tion of voting for it, once his own plan 
is defeated. Mr. Dillingham in offering 
his resolution for an investigation by 
sub-cuniinittee was actuated chiefly by a 
desire to vindicate his committee to the 
Senate. ‘The Democratic plan does this 
fully to his satisfaction, and as the only 
difference is that the full committee is 
directed to investigate and specifically 
directed to look into the “ jack pot’’ fund 
he is glad to accept the Democratic plan 
as the easie&t way to defeat the La Fol- 
lette resolution. 

The feeling in the Senate now is that 
the ultimate expuision of Mr. Lorimer is 
certain. An influential member of the 
Cominittee on Privileges and Elections 
who last session voted for Mr. Lorimer 
tulked to-day in a‘way that made it plain 
that the new evidence brought out in Illi- 
nvis had convinced him that he had made 
a mistake. Mr. La Follette has already 
announc2d his purpose of definitely con- 
necting Mr. Lorimer personally with the 
corruption used in his behalf, and in the 
Opinion of some of the men who for- 
merly voted for Mr. Lorimer that con- 
nection has already been established. The 
new investigation and the new testimony 
will give ample excuse to Senators for 
changing their votes over to the anti- 
Lorimer column, and many of them are 
eager for the chance. 

Mr. La Follette did not get an oppor- 
tunity to conclude his speech to-day, but 
he is expected.to do so to-morrow. Then 
Mr. Dillingham will make a brief state- 
ment and the voting will begin.

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NEW POLICE HEAD 
MAKES NIGHT TOUR 


Waldo Swings Through Five 
Boroughs to Get Acquainted 
with the Commanders. 








NOT A SPOTTING EXPEDITION 





Has Busy Day at Headquarters and 
Walks the Bridge with Gaynor, 
Discussing Changes. 





Police Commissioner Waldo, accompa- 
nied by Chief Inspector Max Schnitt- 
berger and Inspector Russell, head of the 
Detective Bureau, mace an automobile 
tour of the city last night, visiting a 
dozen or mcre police station, inspecting 
the men on duty, and questioning Cap- 
tains and Lieutenants as to conditions. 
All five boroughs were visited by the 
new Commissioner and his escort, and 
when the trip ended, about 1 o'clock this 
morning, at the Tenderloin gtation in 
West Thirtieth Street, Commissioner 
Waldo expressed himself as satisfied with 
what he had seen. 

It was the first time Mr. Waldo had 
visited the station houses since his ap- 
pointment on Tuesday by Mayor Gaynor. 
It was also the first time a Police Com- 
missioner, since the days of Col. Roose- 
velt, had covered so large a part of the 
city in a night inspection tour. About 
fifty miles were traveled, and during the 
trip there was a relay of automobiles. 
The tour ended a strenuous day for the 
new Police Commissioner. 

The appearance of the Commissioner 
and the two Inspectors was a surprise 
to the officers and men at every station 
visited. There was no tip, “the Commis- 
sioner is coming,’’ as in the old days. 

Leaving Police Headquarters at 9 
o’clock last night the party proceeded to 
the Old Slip Station, which is in charge 
of Capt. William Hogan. There the re- 
serves were called out for inspection. 
Commissioner Waldo went through the 
station, chatted with the officers in 
charge, said a few words to the men, and 
then went to the Harbor Station, at Pier 
A, which is in command of Acting Capt. 
Frederick J. Mott. There the same in- 
Spection was made, 

Leaving there, the police officials board- 
ed a Staten Isiand ferryboat in their auto- 
mobile and were soon at the Stapleton 
(S. I.) Police Station. There they were 
greeted by Capt, Edward C. Barneit. Next 
the police boat Patrol carried the inspec- 
tion party to the Government Pier in 
Brooklyn, which is not far from the Fort 
Hamilton Police Station.

Commissioner Waldo, after a busy day 
at Headquarters, walked across Brooklyn 
Bridge with Mayor Gaynor late in the 
afternoon and discussed several changes 
to he made in the department. One Is re- 
ported to be the appointment of a new 
First Deputy Commissioner in place of 
Clement J. Driscoll. The Mayor, it is un- 
derstood, has left this matter entirely to 
the new Commissioner. 

The three-platoon system was also dis- 
cussed during the walk across the bridge. 
Commissioner Waldo is on record as be- 
ing favorably impressed with this plan,

One change already made its the aboll- 
tion of numbers on the Police Lieuten- 
ants’ badges. The Lieutenants have long 
obiected to being numbered as are the 
policemen, but Commissioner Cropsey ig- 
nored repeated requests for removal of 
the figures. 

One definite policy of the new Commis- 
sioner has already been made known to 
the men. It is that the men under him 
need expect no * that he will 
deal with violators of rules with a 
firm hand, that old system of 
light fines small will be 
abandoned. 

Commissioner Waldo appeared unex- 
pectedly in the trialroom at Headquarters 
yesterday, where thirty-eight policemen 
were under charges.

A charge of insolence 
to a superior officer was lodged against 
Policeman Bernard McLaughlin of the 
Health Squad. He was also charged with 
being late at roll call. McLaughlin said 
he could not help being late, and that he 
was not insolent. He was fined ten days’ 
yay.

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PARIS-MADRID FLIER 
ATTACKED BY EAGLE 


Great Bird Carries Off Gibert’s 
Cap—He Shoots and Wounds 
It or Scares It Away. 








ALL CONTESTANTS UNLUCKY 





None Reaches the Spanish Capital, 
but Two of Them May Start Again 
To-day—Many Difficuities. 
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©5.—With the exception 
the crossing of the Alps by Georges 
Chavez on Sept. 23, 10910, a feat which 
ended in his death, the third stage of the 
aviation race from Paris to Madrid for 
the Petit Parisien prize of $20,000, and 
$10,000 additional offered by the Spanish 
Aero Club, has proved to be the most se- 
vere test to which the aeroplane has yet 
been subjected, and at least one of the 
three contestants, it would now appear, 
has been forced to abandon the flight. 
Gibert, Garros, and Vedrine began the 
third stage of their journey from San Se- 
bastian at an early hour this morning, 
only a few minutes separating the men at 
the start. The 266 miles of the route are 
almost entirely over desolate ranges, the 
crags varying from 1,000 to 5,000 feet in 
height. <A fall would mean certain death, 
and to make a fresh start would be im- 
possible in the mountainous country. 
The aviators were alternately dazzled 
and scorched by the rays of the southern 
sun, and drenched and blinded by the 


mountain mists. 

One of them had also to _ contend 
against a feathered foe. Gibert fought 
the first recorded battle of the air. 

A large, fierce eagle, espying a strange 
rival from his eyrie, swooped down to 
give battle to the airman. Manipulating 
the levers as best he could, Gibert with 
his left hand groped in his pocket for a 
revolver. He fired two shots at the king 
of the air, which dropped behind. Wheth- 
er he was hit. outpaced, or scared off the 
aviator, thankful that the bird did not 
return to the fray, did not pause to see, 
but he thinks the eagle was wounded by 
one of his shots.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—By unenimous 
consent the Senaté this afternoon agreed 
to vote on the resolution submitting to the 
States an amendment to the Constitution 
providing for the popular election of Sen- 
ators with all proposed .amendments to 
the resolution on June 12. Mr.* Borah’s 
success in obtaining the agréement came 
as a surprise, because ity was thought that 
the unyielding opposition of his colleague, 
Mr. Heyburn, to the proposed change 
would make a@ vote impossible without a 
test of endurance. 

In the course of a colloquy on the sub- 
ject, however, it developed that Mr. Hey- 
burn’s great anxiety was to retard con- 


sideration of Canadian reciprocity, which 
is apt to reach the Senate next week. As 
he opposes both measures, filibustering 
against one is delaying to the other, but 
he is not in good physical condition, and 
realizes that single handed he could not 
long delay a vote on popular elections. 





He, therefore. consented to the date be- | 
ing fixed—as late as he could force his | 
colleague to agree. to—with the stipulation | 


that the resolution still be kept before 
the Senate as unfinished business, so that 
he could discuss it regardless of other 
matters.

The Trans-Missour!i Freight Case. 

In 1896 this court had occasion to de- 
termine the meaning and scope of the act 
in an important case known 4s the trans- 
Missouri freight case [166 U. §., 290.] The 
question there was as .to the validity, 
under the Anti-Trust act, of a certain 
agreement between numerous railroad 
companies, whereby they formed an as- 
sociation fér the purpose of establishing 
and maintaing rates, rules, ‘and regula- 
tions in respect of freight traffic over 
specified routes. Two questions were in- 
volved whether the act applied to 
railroad carriers; second, whether the 
agreement which was the basis of the 
suit which the United States. brought ‘to 
have the agreement annulled was illegal. 
The court held that railroad carriers were 
embraced by the act.

By the simple use of the term “‘ contract 
in restraint of trade,’’ ail contracts of that 
nature, whether valid or otherwise, would 
be included, and not alone that kind of con- 
tract which was invalid and unforceable as 
being in reasonable restraint of trade, When, 
therefore, the body of an act pronounces as 
illewal every ‘‘ contract or combination in 
réstraint of trade or commerce among 
the several States, &o.,’’ the plain and or- 
dinary meaning of such language is not 
limited to that kind of contract alone which 
is in unreasonabie restraint of trade, but 
all contracts are included in such language, 
and no exception or limitation can be added 
without placing in the gct that which has 
been omitted by Congress, 

If only that kind of contract which {s in 
unreasonabie restraint of trade be within 
the meaning of the etatute and declared 
thereon to be illegal, it is at once apparent 
that the subject of what is a reasonable 
rate ts attended with great uncertainty. 

To say, therefore, that the act excludes 
agreements which are not In unreasonable 
restraint of trade, and which tend simply 
to keep up reasonable rates of transporta- 
tion, is substantially to leave the question 
of unreasonableness to the companies them- 
selves. But, assuming that agreements of 
this nature are not void at common law and 
that the various cases cited by the learned 
courts below show it, the answer to the 
statement of their validity now is to be 
found in the terms of the statute under 
consideration.

The arguments which have been addressed 


to us against the inclusion of all contracts 
in restraint of trade, as provided for by 
the language of the act, have been based 
upon the alleged presumption that Con- 
gress, notwithstanding the language of the 
act, could ‘not have tntended to embrace 
all contracts, but only such contracts as 
were in unreasonable restraint of trade. 
Under these circumstances we are, there- 
fore, asked to hold that the act of Con- 
gress excepts contracts which are not in 
unreasonable restraint of trade, and which 
only keep rates up to a reasonable price, 
notwithstanding that the language of the 
act makes no such exception; in other 
words, we are asked to read into the act 
by way of judicial legislation an exception 
that is not placed there by the lawmaking 
branch of the Government, and this is to 
be done upon the theory that the impolicy 
of such legislation is so clear that it can- 
not be supposed Congress intended the nat- 
ural import of the language to be used. 
This we can not and ought not to do. 

If the act ought to read as contended for 
by defendants, Congress !s the body to 
amend it, and not this court by a process 
of judicial legislation wholly unjustifiable. 

rge numbers do not agree that the view 
taken by defendants is sound or true in 
substance, and Congress may and very 
prohably did share in that belief in passing 
the act. The public policy of the Govern- 
ment is to be found in its statutes, and 
when they have not directly spoken, then 
in the decisions of the courts’ and the won- 
stant practice of the Government officials; 
but when the lawmaking power speaks upon 
& particular subject over which it has con- 
etitutional power to legislate public policy 
in such a case is what the statute enacts. 
If the law prohibits any contract or com- 
bination in restraint of trade or commerce 
&@ centract or combination made in violation 
of such law is void, whatever may have 
been heretofore decided by the courts to 
have been the public policy of the country 
on that subject. The conclusion which we 
have drawn from the examination above 
made into the question before us is that 
the anti-trust act applies to raHroads, and 
that it renders illegal all agreements which 
are in restraint of trade or commerce, as 
we have above defined that expression, 
and the question then arises whether the 
agreement before us is of that nature.

The court is asked to recdnsider a ques- 
tion, but just decided after a careful in- 
vestigation of the matter, involved. There 
have Neretofore been in effect two argu- 
ments of precisely the same questions now 
before the court, and the same arguments 
were addressed to us on both those oc- 
casions, The report of the trans-Missouri 
case shows a dissenting opinion delivered in 
that case, and that the opinion was con- 
curred in by three other members of the 
court. That opinion, it will be seen, gives 
with great force and ability the arguments 
against the decision which was finally ar- 
rived at by the court. It was after a full 
discussion of the questions involved, and 
with the knowledge of the views entertained 
by the minority, as expressed in the dis- 
senting opinion that the majority of the 
court came to the conclusion it did, 

soon after the decision.,a petition for a 
rehearing of the case was made, supported 
by a printed argument in its favor, and 
pressed with an earnestness and vigor and 
at a length whigh were certainly commen- 
surate with the importance of the case. 
This court, with care and deliberation and 
aleo with a full appreciation of their im- 
portance, again considered the questions in- 
volved in its former decision. A majority 
of the court once more arrived at the con- 
clusion it had first announced, amd Aaccord- 
ingly it dented the application. 

And now for the third time the same argu- 
ments are employed and the court is again 
asked to recant its former opinion and to 
decide the same question in direct opposi- 
tion to the conclusion arrived at in the 
trans-Missouri case. The learned counsel, 
While making the application, frankly con- 
fess that the argument in opposition to the 
decision in the case above named has been 
so fully, also clearly and so forcibly pre- 
sented in the dissenting opinion of Mr, Jus- 
tice White ‘‘in the freight case,’’ that it 
is hardly possible to add to it, nor is it 
necessary to repeat it. 

The fact that there was so close a division 
of opinion in this court when the matter 
was first under advisement, together with 
the different views taken by some of the 
Judges of the lower courts, led us to the 
most careful and scrutinizing examination 
of the arguments advanced by both sides, 
and it was after such an examination that 
the majority of the court came to the con- 
clusion it did. It is not now alleged that 
the court on the former occasion overlooked 
any argument for the respondents er misap- 
plied any controlling authority. It is simply 
insisted that the court, notwithstanding the 
arguments for an opposite view, arrived at 
an erroneous result which, for reasons al- 
ready stated, ought to be reconsidered and 
reversed.

Among other things said 
in it, which bear on the questions in- 
volved in the present case, are 6: 

The Anti-Trust act makes !t a criminal 
offense to violate the law, and provides a 
punishment both by fine and imprisonment. 
To inject into the act the question of wheth- 
er an agreement or combination is reason- 
able or unreasonable would render the act 
as @ criminal or penal statute indefinite 
and uncertain, and hence, to that extent, 
utterly nugatory and-void, and would prac- 
tically amount. to a repeal of that part of 
the act. 

And while the same technical objection 
does not apply to civil prosecutions, the in- 
jection of the rule of reasonableness or un- 
reasonableness would lead to the greatest 
variableness and uncertainty in the en- 
forcement of the law. The defense of rea- 
sonable restraint would be made in every 
case, and there would be as many differ- 
ent rules of reasonableness as cases, courts, 
and juries. What one court or jury might 
deem unreasonable another court or jury 
might deem reasonable. A court or jury in 
Ohio might find a given agreement or com- 
bination reasonable, while a court and jury 
in Wisconsin might find the same agree- 
ment and combination unreasonable. 

In the case of the People vs. Sheldon, 
(189 N. Y¥., 264,) Chief Justice Andrews re- 
marks: ‘‘If agreements and combinations 
to prevent competition in prices are or may 
be hurtful to trade, the only sure remedy 
is to prohibit all agreements of that char- 
acter. If the validity of such an agree- 
ment was made to depend upon actual 
proof of public prejudice or injury, it would 
be very difficult in any case to establish 
the invalidity, although the moral evidence 
might be very convincing.’’ 

To amend the Anti-Trust act is suggested 
by this bill would be to entirely emasculate 
it, and for all practical purposes render it 
nugatory as a remedial statute, criminal 
prosecutions wovld not lle, and civil reme- 
dies would labor under the greatest doubt 
and uncertainty. *

sive, certain, and highly remedial. It prac- 

tically covers the field of Federal juris- 
diction, and is in every respect s model 
law. To destroy or undermine it at the 
present juncture, when combinations are on 
the increase, and appear to be as oblivious 
as ever of the rights of the public, would 
be a calamity. 

The result was the indcfinite postpone- 
ment by*the Senate of any further con- 
sideration of the proposed amendments 
of the Anti-Trust act. 

After what this court has adjudged, 
upon full consideration, as to the Meaning 
and scope of the Anti-Trust act, and in 
view of the usages of this court when 
aitorn.cys for litigants have attempted to 
reopen questions that have been deliber- 
ately decided, I confess to no little sur- 
prise as to what has occurred in the pres- 
ent case. The court says that the pre- 
vious cases above cited ‘‘ cannot by. any 
possible conception be treated as authoci- 
tative without the certitude that reason 
was resorted to for the purpose of decid- 
ing them,’’ and its opinion is full of intl- 
mations that this court proceeded in those 
cases, so far as the present question is 
concerned, without being guided by the 
‘“rule of reason” or ‘‘ the light of rea- 
son.”’ It is more than once intimated, if 
not suggested, that if the Anti-Trust act 
is to be construed as prohibiting every 
contract or combination, of whatever na- 
ture, which is in fact’in restraint of com- 
neree, regardless of the reasonableness 
or unreasonableness of such rostrens 
that fact would show that the court ha 
not proceeded, in its decision, according 
to ‘‘the ligtt of reason,”’ but had disre- 
garded the ‘‘ rule of reason.’ 

If the court, in those causes, was wrong 
in its construction of the act, it is cer- 
tain that it fully apprehended the views 
advanced by learned counsel in previous 
cases and pronounced them to be untena- 
ble. The published reports place this be- 
yord all question.

But now, 
it is to be feared, we are to have, in 
cases without number, the constantly re- 
curring inquiry—difficult ‘to selve by 
proof—whether the particular contract, 
combination, or trust involved in each 
case jg or is not an ‘unreasonable’ or 
‘“‘undue’”’ restraint of trade. Congress, 
in effect, said that there should be no 
restraint of trade in any form, and tnis 
court solemnly adjudged many years ago 
that Congress meant what it thus said 
in clear and explicit words, and that .t 
could not add to the words of the act, 
But those who condemn the action of 
Congress are now, in effect, informed 
that the courts will allow such restraints 
of inter-State commerce as are shown 
not to be unreasonable or undue. 

It remains for me to refer, more fully 
than I have heretofore done, to another, 
and, in my judgment—if we look to the 
future—the most important aspect of this 
case. That aspect concerns the usurpa- 
tion by the judicial branch of the Gov- 
ernment of the functions of the legislative 
department. The illustrious men who laid 
the foundations of our _ institutions 
deemed no part of the National Constitu- 
tion of more conSequence or more essen- 
tial to the permanency of our form of 
government than 
which were distributed the powers of gov- 
ernment among three separate, equal, 
and co-ordinate departments—legislative, 
executive, and judicial. 

This was at that time a néw feature of. 
Governmental regulation among the na- 
tions of the earth, and it is deemed by 
the people of every section of our coun- 
try as most vital in the workings of a 
representative republic, whose Constitu- 
tion was ordained and established in or- 
der to accomplish the objects stated in 
its preamble, by the means, but only by 
the means, provided either expressly or 
by necessary implication, by the instru- 
ment itself. No department of that Gov- 
ernment can constitutionally exercise the 
powers committed strictly to another and 
separate department. 

I said at the outset that the action of 
the court in this case might well alarm 
thoughtful men who revered the Consti- 
tution. I meant by this that many things 
are intimated and said in the court’s 
Opinion which will not be regarded other- 
wise than as sanctioning an invasion by 
the judiciary of the constitutional domain 
of Congress—an attempt by interpretation 
to soften or modify what some regard as 
a harsh public policy. This court, let me 
repeat, solemniy adjudged many years

Police, Firemen, and Other City Em- 
ployes Finally Restore Penitent 
Horse to Standing. 





A horse hitched to a water wagon broke 
loose yesterday morning, and, like Many 
@ man who has displayed a similar lack 
of horse-sense, got into a terrible hole— 
in fact, a manhole. The manhole is at 
Twelfth Street and Fourth Avenue, 
ground and above which roars and rattles 
daily a tremendous volume of wagon and 
surface car traffic, and only a few feet 
beneath which rumbles a steady stream 
of Subway trains. For five hours yés- 
terday that traffic roared and rattled and 
rumbled around and over and under the 
unwise horse before gangs of workmen 
from half a dozen different city depart- 
ments succeeded in extricating him, with 
much difficulty and tearing up of the 
street, and landing him on the street be- 
side his water wagon. His return to the 
paths of virtue was cheered and applaud- 
ed by thousands of moral persons, who 
clogged the street for several blocks be- 
hind a closely lined-up string of ‘police re- 
serves. 

The -manhole had been opened early 
yesterday morning by a gang of work- 
men of the Consolidated Subway Com- 
pany for the purpose of pumping out of 
at water that had leaked from one of the 
mains into the conduit chamber below, 
containing wires of the Edison Company 
and private subway service concerns. 

The manhole, which is less than three 
feet in diameter, is a brick-lined cylin- 
Grical passageway that “leads some six 
any downward to the chamber contain- 

g the cables and conduits, which, in 
turn, is about five feet deep, a network 
of cables forming the roof of the sub- 
terranean chamber. Some three feet of 
water had leaked into the conduit cham- 
ber, and the workmen began to pump this 
out with a tall hand pump. 

About 8:30 o'clock, just as the traffio 
germane at the corner held up his hand

traffic pass, there rattled east across the 
venue a wagon of the Kanouse Spring

While the young 
driver was dancing frantically around, 
lamenting loudly the physical, if not the 
gpiritual fall of his horse, that erring 
@mimal with one last splash, sank be- 
Meath the level of the street and landed 
as to his southerly half, squarely into 
the water-clogzged conduit chamber. 

Peering into the darkness, those above 
could see him, head piteously raised to 
the outer air, while his legs kicked wild- 
ly in the cramped darkness about him, 
in a mad attempt to adfust himself to 
his surroundings and get to his feet. 
But he merely bruised the insulation of 
the many cables around and over him, 
and ended by shifting himself more se- 
curely and inextricably than before in 
his subterranean prison. To those 
above he seemed to be lying on all fours, 
as in a stall. 

Presently, however, they saw that the 
displacement of the horse’s body had 
forced the water in the conduit chamber 
almost up to his nostrils, and then they 
understood better the mute pleadin in 
his great mild eyes. Some of the labor- 
ars fetched the pump and began to draw 
off the water lest it drown him before 
help could come. 

Already a crowd of many hundreds had 
gathered around the open manhole and 
the police reserves of the East Fifth 
Street Station had to be called to keep 
them back. Some one sent in an alarm of 
fire, too, and presently there were on 
the scene representatives of the, Police, 
Fire, Sewer, Public Works, Water, Gas, 
and Street Cleaning Departments, to- 
gether with representatives of the FEdi- 
gon Company and others interested in the 
conduits under the street. These made a 
thorough inspection of the situation. con- 
eulted carefully, and at last definitely 
decided that a horse was in a hole. 

Meanwhile the laborers and the police 
peserves had appointed themselves as 
eommittees respectfully to draw off the 
water from the horse and to keep off 
the crowds from the car tracks. Thev 
continued to do so from 8.30 o’clock until! 
noon. much to the relief of the horse and 
the Fourth Avenue Street Railway Line. 
At that hour it was decided to rip up the 
surface of the street for some twelve 
feet around the manhole as the only 
means of getting at the horsee. This was 
done and presently a score of axes, shov- 
els, picks and crowbars were busily bring- 
ing daylight to the buried horse, whose 
wn ortable plight in the wet, heat.

A YEAR TO DO THE WORK 





More Agitation for Metere—Séeth Low 
Writea the Mayor, Advocating Thelr 
Use—The Mayor Is Afrald Poor 
People Wouldn’t Keep Clean. 





As a result of the consultation between 
Water Commissioner Thompson, 
members of the Board of Water Supply, 
and Mayor Gaynor, Presicent Strauss of 
the State Commissipn sent to the Mayor 
yesterday the draft of a biti to repeal the 
statutory provision prohibiting the City 
of New York from taking an additional 
water supply from Westchester and Put- 
nam Counties. The Mayor will seek to 
have the bill passed by the Legislature. 
In his letter to the Mayor Mr. Strauss 
Said: 

This is the bi!l we discussed a few days 
Qgo aS a necessary measure to enable us to 
make use of any of the sources of supply 
adjacent to the Croton watershed in ease 
urgent necessity should arise before the 
completion of the Catskill Aqueduct. 

The proposed bill provides, in brief, that 
Wwe may have temporary rights and ease- 
ments in the Counties of Westchester and 
Putnam for the purpose of conveying water 
to the city, but only in case there is urgent 
necessity therefor, which shall have been 
certified to by the State Water Supply 
Commission, and in no event shall these 
temporary rights extend for a period of 
more than four years. 

The passage of this bill would make it 
possible to draw from Peekskill Creek 
and its tributary, Sprout Brook, a quan- 
tity of water estimated at 44,000,000 gal- 
lons a day, after reservoirs have been 
built, by merely connecting the two 
streams with the Catskill Aqueduct. This 
aqueduct will pass under both streams 
when it is completed. The tunnel is near- 
ly done between this point and Croton 
Lake. It will all be completed within a 
year, and if necessary could be connected 
up for temporary purposes by 
about one-mile of pipe line. For the tem- 
porary purpose a pumping station also 
will be needed. Chief Engineer Smith of 
the Board of Water Supply said vesterday 
that the connection could be made within 
a year after work is begun. 

The tapping Peekskill Creek and 
Sprout Brook is the present plan of the 
authorities, as it can be accomplished 
with less work than connecting up with 
Fishkill Cmek or the Mile River. 
The bill would not m: Fishkill Creek 
available, as it does not affect an existing 
provision of law prohibiting the city from 
using the Streams in Dutchess County 
which flow into the Hudson. The bill 
would, however, permit the use of Ten 
Mile River, as it does not flow into the 
Hudson. The legal difficulties relating to 
the State of Connecticut and its citizens, 
which might delay the Ten Mile River 
preject, are absent in the case of the 
other sources. On the other hand, the 
water that can be taken from Peekskill 
Creek and Sprout Brook is less in quan- 
tity than Fishkill Creek could supply, and 
much less than Ten Mile River. 

To give an idea of the increase to be 
expected under this plan, with its esti- 
mated contribution of 44,000,000 gallons a 
day, it may be noted that the consump- 
tion of Manhattan and the Bronx. the 
two boroughs affected by the present 
shortage, was 324,000,000 gallons a day 
last year. Owing to the efforts at con- 
servation made by Commissioner Thomp- 
son this has now been reduced to 303,000,- 
000, despite the increase in population, 
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for which an annual Increase of 10,000,000 
gallons is usually allowed in estimates. 

Beth Low, in aw letter received by the 
Mayor yesterday, has revived the agita- 
tion for the metering of dwelling houses, 
Business places are metered now 
aha gh purposes, and the charge for water 
is $1 a thousand feet, as against 80 cents 
for gas. Many éngineers hold that it is 
as absurd for the city to permit the un- 
trammeled use of water as it would be 
for the gns companies to have no check 
on the use of gas. Mayor Gaynor, how- 
recently expressed himself as 
against the installation of meters univer- 
sally, as he believed the poorer people 
would use insufficient water for cleanli- 
ness and health. 

Commissioner Thompson pointed out a 
few days ago that New York is about the 
only one of the world’s great cities where 
the meter system is not in general use.

The Use of Products in This Country 
Controls the Classification. 


In sustaining a protest filed by Mattoon 
& Co. the Board of United States_Gen- 
eral Appraisers yesterday held that the 
use of a commodity in this country /con- 


trols its classification rather than its use 
in the country of production. The mer- 
chandise before the board was brush box 
timber, shipped to the United States 
from Australia. 

It was assessed by the customs officials 
as “sawed boards,’ at the rate of 15 per 
cent. ad valorem, under the provisions 
of Paragraph 203 of the present Tariff 
act. The importers claimed free entry 
for the merchandise under the tariff pro- 
vision for ‘‘ ship timber and ship plank- 
ing,’’ as found in Paragraph 712. Gen- 
erul Appraiser McClelland, who writes 
the decision for the board, says that it is 
shown from the record that the brush 
wood is a species of eucalyptus, and is 
similar to iron bark and spotted gum. It

CURRENCY REFORM PROGRESS. 

Secretary MACVEAGH was right in at- 
taching first importance to the change 
of public sentiment on the currency 
question. The “public be pleased” 
attitude of those who have the reform 
in charge is in marked contrast to the 


indifferent and ridiculing attitude of | 


public officials only a little while ago.

hearty, both in and out of the banking 
profession. Criticism is confined to de- 
tails, and is constructive rather than 
censorious. In principle public opinion 
is at least as far advanced as the Mon- 
etary Commission, and is ready for the 
next step whenever it is proposed. 
The Secretary’s first point, that there 
should always be currency enough and 
never too much, may be taken as es- 
tablished. We have had too many ob- 
ject lessons that our currency system is 
deficient in both respects to allow any- 
body to jest any more about the ab-

at no time since 1907 has anybody 
been desirous to argue in favor of a 
system of reserves which should allow 
of a suspension of cash payments at a 


surdity of a “rubber” currency.

in some others. The same volume of 
reserves on the centralized system 
would have carried us through 1907 
without the shame and loss which we 
experienced, and without the humilia- 
tion of later proof that the experience 
Was unnecessary. Since then argu- 
ment has been unnecessary. Nothing is 
left but discussion of ways and means. 

The Secretary discusses whether or 
not the Central Reserve Association is 
to be a bank under another name. He 
concludes that it is not a bank at all, 
but @ mere agency of the banks for 
their convenience, and without capac- 
ity to worry them by its competition. 

There is no more reason for the banks 
to be jealous or fearful of the Reserve 
Association than of their Clearing 
Houses. The banks themselves will ad- 
minister it with the assistance of the 
Government, and the administrators 
will share the profits among them- 
selves. The Reserve Association ts not 
an excrescence upon the National bank- 
ing system, but a natural outgrowth of 
its necessities for a method of getting 
done what the Clearing Houses have 
done without the suitable equipment 
for it. The Central Reserve Association 
is hardly more than the elaborate and 
permanent organization of such a cur- 
rency issuing and reserve pooling sys- 
tem as it has extemporized under man- 
ifold difficulties and with entire suc- 
cess time and again. It is possible to 
imagine arguments against Clearing 
House certificates, but it is hardly pos- 
sible to argue against regularizing and 
safeguarding processes so familiar and 
approved. ‘ 

The Secretary is at much pains to at- 
tack the prejudice against centraliza- 
tion of the banking system at Washing- 
ton. He contends that it is not so much 
centralization as organization. Just as 
25,000 privates do not make an army,

This bill, we 
understand, was drafted by Mr. Lovris 
MARSHALL, who, Chairman of the 
committee appointed by Gov. Hucups 
to consider the condition, welfare, and 
industrial opportunities of aliens in the 
State of New York, framed Chapter 
348 of the Laws of 1910 regulating pri- 
vate banks. The constitutionality of 
this law was immediately attacked by 
ithe private bankers, but within four 


| months Mr. MARSHALL secured a de- 


| cision from the Federal Supreme Court, 
in the case of ENGr. vs. O'MALLEY, 
vindicating it in all its terms. 
Thereupon the immigrant bankers 
proceeded to take advantage of Section 
22 of the business corporation law to 
evade the chapter regulating their busi- 
nesses, by incorporating them as express 
companies.

A conspicuous element in that situa- 
tion Is the organization of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace. 
This has been well thought out and 
placed, so far as choice has been made, 
in excellent hands. Its work is dis- 
tributed in three divisions, “ Interna- 
tional Law,” “‘ Economics and History,” 
and “Intercourse and Hducation.” At 
the head of the first will be Dr. Jamrs 
Brown S6coTrt, with a consultation 
board selected from the most distin- 
guished international lawyers of the 
world. The work of the division will 
be to expound existing principles and 
to advance modifications or develop- 
ments of them in such manner as to 
promote @ common system of interna- 
tional law capable of practical appli- 
cation by an international tribunal. 
The obvious aim will be to provide for 
the enforcement of rights and the re- 
dress of wrongs, first, through legal 
remedies, and only in the last resort 
by the employment of force, and, so 
far as possible, by force under the 
direction of the tribunal. ‘‘ The whole 
process,’ declares President BurTuLrr, 
“is one of legal evolution,” in which 
the endowment will seek to aid. 

The division of ‘“ Economics and His- 
tory’ is to be under the guidance of 
Prof. JOHN Bates CLARK of Columbia, 
“whose foremost place among Engilish- 
speaking economists is gladly recog- 
nized everywhere.”’ The task of this 
division will be to study and explain 
the manifold, various, and important 
effects of war upon men in their dally 
occupation of gaining their livelihood. 
Man, whatever else he is, is by instinct, 
training, necessity, and incentive a 
trading creature, and out of the uni- 
versal and age-long exchange of his 
products and his services with his fel- 
lows have slowly grown, and is forever 
growing, the vast structure of civiliza- 
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with proper safeguards, | 
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or the preparation for war, is the chief 
hindrance. It will be the object of 
Prof. CLark’s division, with the coip- 
eration of ‘a score of the world’s lead-, 
ing economists,”’ to study the influence 
of this horrid hindrance, in detail and 
in general, and to bring a distinct and 
effective consciousness of it to “the 
bosoms and business” of the citizens 
of all nations. It is a wide field, and 
one that will richly repay careful cul- 
tivation, such as it will unquestionably 
recelve, 

The third division, that of “ Inter- 
course and Education,” the head of 
which has not yet been selected, will 
supplement the work of the two others 
“by carrying forward vigorously and 
in codperation with existing agencies 
the educational work of propaganda, 
of international hospitality, and of pro- 
moting international friendship.” It 
will especially seek “to establish a bet- 
ter understanding of international 
rights and duties and a more perfect 
sense of international justice among 
the inhabitants of civilized nations.” 
This is significant of the whole move- 
ment, and of the gradual recognition 
throughout the world of the fact that 
duties are of equal weight with rights. 
In private relations the whole system 
of judicial settlement of differences has 
developed along this line. It is one of 
the brightest signs on the horizon of 
this generation that a like evolution in 
international relations is making clear 
and substantial progress.

COAL BEDS ABLAZE YEARS 





Millions ef Dollars Sacrificed Because 
of the Lack of Facilities— 
Theatre Protection. 





Herbert M. Wilson, Chief Engineer of 
the United States Bureau of Mines, waa 
the principal speaker at yesterday's clos- 
ing meeting of the three-day session of 
the National Fire Protection Asssociation 
At the Waldorf. He said that delay in 
realizing the seriousness of mine fifes 
and lack of adequate fire-fighting ap- 
paratug had resulted in the loss of hun- 
dreds of lives and the destruction of ttl- 
jong of dollars’ worth of property. He 
also guve some surprising figures com- 
cerning the number of fires at present 
burning in mines. 

The fire at Cherry, Ill., where w6z lives 
were lost, and the disaster at the Pan- 
coast Mine, near Scranton, where seventy- 
four perished, both originated from trivial 
causes, said Mr. Wilson, and ought to 
have been extinguished without loss of 
life. 

“Besides the loss in life,” said the 
speaker, ‘‘ fires have cost much in money, 
At Deadwood, 8S. D., $1,000,000 has been 
spent in fighting a fire in a metal mine. 
To-day fires are raging in coal and meta] 
mines in various parts of the country. 
Some of them have got beyond control 
and have been burning many years, de- 
vouring hundreds of thousands of tons of 
coal and miles of mine galleries. One 
mine fire near Carbondale, Penn., has 
burned out such a vast area of anthra- 
cite coal in the last ten years as to result 
in a subsidence of the surface and du- 
struction of surface property. 

‘‘ Near Summit Hill, Penn., a fire which 
has been burnnig fifty-one years is estl- 
mated to have destroyed $25,000,000 worth 
of coal.

“ The mining engineers of the Bureau @& 


of Mines have made a careful study of 
fires in mines and have come to the 
conclusion that the introduction of com- 
paratively inexpensive fire-fighting ap- 
paratus, the adoption of proper regula- 
tions, and the introduction of a reason- 
eble system of fire drills may minimize 
fires and confine others fo a brief period 
of time, with Httle damage to life and 
property. 

“The engineers of this bureau have 
had much success in combatting mine 


fires through the use of the oxygen hel- ~~ 


met. This is an apparatus that entirely 
protects the head and through which air 
is furnished artificially, thus enabling 
the wearer to explore the vicinity of a 
fire under conditions of smoke and gas 
that would render his approach other- 
wise impossible. By the use of such am 
apparatus a number of fires have been 
promptly extinguished which would prob- 
ably have spread, and perhaps extended 
beyond control. Chemistry, through the 
quick analysis of gas at frequent inter- 


vals in the neighborhood of the fire, has 4 
hting 7 


proved a most useful adjunct in fig 
fires.’’ 

Imoortant changes in theatre building, 
equipment, and supervision for safeguard- 
ing the public in case of fire were em- 
bodied in the report of the Committee on 
Theatre Construction, read at the morn- 
ing session. F. J. T. Stewart, who pre- 
sented it, said that his committee ha@ 
been aided in the work by the American 
Institute of Architects. 

The report was adopted and will be 
sent to various municipal and State au- 
thorities throughout the country as the 
basis of ordinances regulating the ground 
covered.

Prices of steel bars were reduced unof- 
ficlally yesterday by practically all of the 
producers to meet the lower levels at 
which the Republic Iron and Steel Com- 
pany proceeded to book orders in line 
with its announcement of “a more ag- 
gressive sales policy.”

Exports of Manufactures Grow. 


The noteworthy feature ef the detailed 
statement of the country’s April foreign 
commerce, issued yesterday, apart from 
the large excess of exports over imports, 
is the gain reported in the exports of 
manufactured products ready for con- 
sumption. These amounted in April to 
$62,343,864," compared with 844,953,169 in 
the previous April and only $89,130,871 in 
April, 1908. This shows a gain of almost 
40 per cent. last month, compared with 
April, 1910. For the ten months ended 
April 80 the exports of manufactures 
ready for consumption showed the hand- 
some increase of nearly $87,000,000.

It is understood that at 
least $5,000,000 will be reserved for Lon- 
‘Gon buyers. 

Under the mortgage a@ total of $175,- 
000,006 of these bonds have been author- 
ized, of which $23,000,000 are reserved to 
retire the consolidated fours ef the Ore- 
gon Railroad & Navigation Company. The 
new company is a merger of the old Rall- 
road & Navigation Company, the North 
Coast Railway, and affiliated lines of the 
Union Pacific 

It was said by a Director yesterday that 
the Union Pacific’s financing tn coming 
years will be done through these bonds, tn- 
asmuch as most of the new construction 
planned Hes in the new company’s terri- 
tory. The bonds aré a first lien on about 
700 miles of road now, and a second lien 
on 1,100 miles more. They are aran- 
teed unconditionally both as to interest 
and principal by the Union Pacific. 
Evenutally they will constitute a first lien 
upon the entire system. The first mort- 
gage 4s will take the place of converti- 
ble issues in future financing. 

The bankers have been fn reteipt of so 
many inquiries for the new issue that it 
is expected that the bonds will be heavily 
oversubscribed. It was said by one of 
the Directors that while the Union Pacific 


was not in need of funds at the present 
time it was thought best to take advan- 


money against future needs. The sale of 
the remaining $15,000,000 of the amount 
taken over by the Union Pacific for ad- 
vances to the new lines may be arranged 
in the near future. 


CURB BROKER DISCIPLINED. 


Suspended for Three Monthe and Old 
Sheftels Stocks Are Thrown Out. 


Curb brokers had their:first example of 
the workings of the new organization of 
their market yesterday when the Curb 
bulletin, which hangs suspended from the 
Club cloék, announced that Louls Levy 
had been suspended from the privileges 
of the New York Curb Association for 
three months. When the Curb brokers or- 
ganized a few months ago they adopted 
a constitution and the energies of the 
governing body were directed toward 
eliminating doubtful etocks and little at- 
tention was paid to the personnel of the 
association. 

The reason given for Levy’s suspension, 
and he enjoys the distinction of being the 
first member disciplined, was a violation 
of the regulation requiring that the Sec- 
retary be notified of all dissolutions of 
firms, removals, and changes in addresses. 
Traders, however, associated the action 
against him with the removal from the 
Curb list of Rawhide Coalition and Raw- 
hide Queen, two of the stocks promoted 
by the old Sheftels firm. 

Sheftels has been a frequent visitor in 
Levy's office, and the latter has been 
looked upon as the principal trader fn the 
two old promotions of the Sheftels firm 
which were removed from the Curb yes- 
terday. A Department of Justice official 
also called upon Levy.

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COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—A decided change in sentiment 
seems to have developed over night with bull 
enthusiasm in full swing at the close of the 


®ession. Less attention seemed to be paid to 
the May option at the West, which month is 


€radually being eliminated as a market factor, 
but encouragement was given to holders by the 
character of crop advices, particularly from the 
Southwest. 


From the very start of the session, when 
values were slightly higher, influenced by Liv- 
erpool cables, the trade was flooded with mes- 
Sagés telling of extreme heat and dry condi- 
tions in many parts of the Southwest, also in 
Nebraska, and even as far north as South Da- 


kota. Some of the claims were sensationally 
bullish, one authority estimating the final out- 
turn at Oklahoma and Texas at not more than 
10,000,000 bushels, whereas those two States 
last season yielded 44,000,000 bushels. The re- 
port that a prominent implement concern of 
the Southwest had numerous cancellations from 
farmers was in partial confirmation of the 
complaints. 

As & regult of such advices the optimistic 
dispatches from most sections of the American 
and Canadian Northwest in conjunction with 
&n absence of complaint from abroad, were 
ignored and the trend of values continued 
steadily upward until gains of 1440 per bushel 
had been registered. Profit taking sales on t 
scale up were absorbed with little difficulty; 
buyers displaying confidence, chiefly because 
of the expectation of little relief over night to 
the sections complaining, official forecasts be- 
ing for generally clear weather with not much 
change in temperature 

The market had been undoubtedly oversold, 
and its tendency to become congested easily has 
been in evidence recently. Neverthelegs some 
interests who were extremely bearish, hereto- 





fore were cautioning in regard to following the } 


bear side pending Improved weather in the 
Southwestern Winter wheat belt. In. the mean- 
time cash demand shows no particular improve- 
ment, in fact the glow flour business is re- 
flected in a diminution of inquiry. Foreign 
demand is confined to Manitoba. wheat, forty 
loads having been sold the t few days. Re- 
ceipts are quite liberal at interior points, and 
sO far week totaled 2,268, bushels, 
against 1,895,000 bushels last week and 1,666,- 
000 bushels a year ago. Doubtless the manipu- 
lation in Chicago resulted in considerable wheat 
leaving the farms recently, the deliveries being 
estimated at nearly 6,000,000 bushels to date.
